Preparation of Surface 

The surface to be finished must be thor- 
oughly cleaned and free from oil, dirt and 
grease.

Dust thoroughly. 

Application 

One coat will cover any old painted sur- 
face. On new work apply two coats of 
Enamel, allowing four hours drying between 
coats or apply a coat of 54-97 Flat White 
Undercoater reduced with about one pint 
of Turpentine to the gallon and after dry- 
ing, sand lightly and apply Enamel of 
selected color. If necessary thin Enamel 
slightly with Leptyne or Turpentine.
